The British nation were too sanguine in their 
expectations, at first; it was not to be supposed by 
any one who read the rules of practice ^ by that skilful 
draughtsman, but that Bonaparte would Jile a cross- 
hiilj and put both us and our Spanish Allies to plead 
the general issue. Though sncceiis did not at first 
attend our arms, conformably to the wisdom of the 
measure, non constat thait we are therefore to abandon 
the cause of- Europe, by withdrawing our trdops from 
Spain^ a!>d shamefully to ht judgment go by default 
against ouf' Allies, as well as ourselves ! The Right 
Hon, Gentleman then enteJred upon a wide field of 
finance, Showing' the inexhaustible «tate »of Ijur re- 
fl5ttrce«, and, consfct^uently, the indispensable neces- 
sity of prosetioting the war with retlowbled vigour.

greatly superior in blood and bone. % 

Ally Croaker^ a black colt, badly traitied, and ip 
low condition ; got by I!^xciseman,h\s dam by Ganger, 
owi oi di Vadidereeu xt\^vkt, 

Oaifand^y a, fine l>looded horse, of great bone and 
sinew, rendered of high celebrity in the Racing Calen- 
dar by the faiiious match in Holland, in which he 
distanced the noted French horse General Brvne. 

Sir Francis, a brown bay horse, own brother to 
tVilkes and Reformer, out of Popularity/. He Avas 
reckoned a horse of great bottom, and perfectly sound, 
tintil* he met with an accident in running a match, 
^gmnsi Little Paul. His. performances on the turf^ 
previous to his lameness, are vyell known. 

Favourite, a smart bUck ma^re, Half-sisier to Mother 
Clarke, dam by Roaster, igrand-dam by Spitfire. Fa- 
i>02irite is of no repute, aiiil in very low condition. To 
be seen at Westbourne Place.— -N. B. There is every 
convenience Jm' mares, foaling, i^c. and entertainment 
for man and horse. The money to be paid for covering 
and keep he fore Jhejnares are taken away, as the groom 
is responsible. 

Adamant, a black horse, aged, a good mover, well 
tempered,, with excellent wind and bottom'. — Adamant 
is well known in the North, and has been much 
admired by the hcst^Jiulges.

Impeach^3 a dark brown horse, fifteen hands three 
incb^s, weli-tempered» and so gentle that a lady might 
ride him* H^ is a Welch horse, got by Tajffy, out 
of a Constitution mare. Although a horse new upon 
the turf, having been used as a cnarger in a regiment 
of chivalry, he is a wonderful favourite with the know- 
ing ones, and has been backed. freely against the ce)e* 
brated horse Sir Francis^ for the next King's plate at 
Westminster. Impeacherf although he has not much 
boae, is deep*chested. He is a sure foal-getter, and 
bis stock are in great repute in the country.

At starting, Oii% tcwDk Ae lead, and the maretMi 
him head and girth nearly tbe £r^ half mile, at ^ 
end of which she began to gain upon him. Quibbky 
who rode Gilby^ finding himself pressed, had now 
recourse to his old tricks, and crossed and jostled re* 
peatedly. Here there was a k>ad cry of " Foul^fotdj' 
from the populace 5 but it seems that crossing and 
jostling are all fair on this course. It however Iw^d 
the effect of damping the spirit of the mare, — ^SHe 
Mlked^ appeared greatly distressed, and was scarcely 
able to strike a canter during the rest of the beat. 
This gave an opportunity to Premier^ who lay by, to 
come in second. Admnant was quite blown, and 
broke down within a few yards of the post ; and /m- 
peaclier saved bis distance with so much difficulty, his 
frietvds had an idea of drawing him. 

The result of this heat gave very general dissatisfac* 
tion. Next to the tnare, Mr. Wardle's Impea^her 
was the favourite, and large sums bad been b^ted 
upon both.

In tbe cfHirse of the two former beats, the great 
superiority of tbe ouire, in Itghtmss of keels ^ in spirit^ 
tml in bottom, wa» obvious to all the knowing <mes% 
but it was observed, that she was frisky and skittish^ 
and showed symptome of a dispositioci to boli^ The 
jockey was accordingly advised to ride her in a sharp 
snaffle, and keep her tight in hand, the animal b^ing 
so free as to go at tbe top of her speed, without re^ 
quiring whip or spur. He foUowed the advice, and 
won easy. Neither Premier nor Gibby ^ of whom the 
latter ran her so close before, ever caught her. In-^^ 
deed, as a Yorkshireman observed, she might bide from 
them. Impeacher, also, who appeared a dull and 
spiritless mover in the first heat, proved himself a 
horse of good bottonu His rider laid the whip well 
into him, and he answered it admirably, as be mend* 
ed his speed at every stroke. Gibby a*^d Premier, on 
tbe contrary, were scarcely able to strike a trot m 
passing the distance- post $ they were literally in a 
lather of sweat, and cui and galled from sboukier (0 
fiank.-^— The mare came in quite cool, and never 
lupod a hair. Tbe populace were much pleased with 

her 
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ber performance^ and greeted her, as she passed tbe 
Mfinnidg-post, with Youd huzzas. Her owner, we 
understand, is resolved never to run her again, and 
she wiJl be probably turned out to brood. i;fhe u not 
9afeibr saddle use; for she iripSf is of a hot temper^ 
and apt to swallow the bit, and run oB with her rider* 
It would therefore be as much as his neck is worth for 
any timid gentleman to mount her.

The sport of the preceding days had greatly excited 
the public curiosity ; and long before the judge of the 
course had taken his place on the tJtand, every point 
that commanded a view of the scene of action was 
crowded with spectators; among them were several 
dealers, in expectation of MHlier darkens success, 
who intended to purchase; the articles havuig spcci-* 
iied that the vviuner was to be sold, if demanded, 
within a gi\^n lime after the race. The signal being 
given, the -mare ^'ent <^ in fine style, rode by her 
favourite jockey, Dovvler, All the rest, sixteen in 
number, came pell-mell behind, but so close to each 
other, that, to use a phrase from the turf, " yoa 
might cover them all with a sheet," except Gihby, 
who headed them by about a length. In tjiis relative 
^laie they approached the winnmg-post; tfie marc, 

admirably 
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idmirably rode by Dowler, going like lightning, when 
she met with an unfortunate accident, slipped and fell.

This heat displayed great jockey ship, and the knou/* 
hgones were all confounded, at seeing Mr. Fuller^s 
br. b. Blast take the lead. Blast possesses great bone, 
but is what the jockeys call *^ a roarer;^' that is, a 
horse, which 9 owing to a mal-construction of the 
organs, makes a roaring noise, like a grampus ot 
ycrang whale, in conseqtience of the nost/iU being too 
narrow to aflford free egress to the breath from tht 
luDgi ; a defect wkich people, not skilled in horse- 
flesh, igilorSfitly confound with unsonndness and 
broken wind.«— It rK3w appeared, that all the other 
jockeys wcte riding booty, and that the mare had not 
fair playj for themoment they found that she had not 
recovered from the accident, and was unable to heaJ 
B&s/j they pulled in, and contrived to just save their 
distance. 

THIRO 
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THIRP BEAT* 

T*hii beat was uncot»inonly interesting. Th« tnafc 
bad (piite recovered from the Clairerir^ shock, and 
took the lead from the post in the finest possible style' 
We had almost forgot to mention one circumstance 
which gaxQ a -pecuTrar character to the sport 2-*4te 
course was in the worst condition that can be c6nf- 
ccived ; the ground was m most places so rotten, tbstt 
it cnimbl^d into dust the moment it was touched hy 
the horses* feet. In other parts it abomided witti 
man-traps ^nd springes, or was so broken up, and In- 
tersected and cut wifth ruts, as to be scarcely passable.— 
Here the mare bad ^reat advantage^ Besides her su- 
periority in lightness and agility, sho was perfcetljr 
acqu^ipted with tlie course, and^chose the safe^rgundj 
while^the other horses, dashing forward promis- 
cuousJy, .were, every monaeut in danger of bJireakiog 
their necks.- • This was particularly the case aft lb« 
Tonffn pass, a deep and deceitful quagtnii^. Old Hmx* 
ley, one of the helpers, was stationed there as a finger* 
post ; but, whether from inadvertence or design m 
do ftipt pretend to say, be threw oui ti ^$t4i^§iak 
The eons^uenc^, howfever, was decisive-^tbc tn^rt 
cleared the post with her usua^ agility. Mr* Wardfc'i 
Jrripeachdry who came next, boggled atid skj^edy mi 
a^jiually refused the whip. Mt# Vick*ry*^s G^f 
who wasL. third, not aware of the danger, plunged in, 
luid \v^^ up to the siuddle^skirts before he knew wb«T^ 
i^ was : ali the other horses, fcJIowkig in rapWI aucccfn 
ston-, shi»red tile same f^e, and vvei^ over btHad a^deir^ 
in the quagmire; from whicb, a-fter tbty had rem^iidl 
f«Meral hoi'hs roilit^, and kicking, fltid tuitibling, Uiejf 
were iit lengthy with great dtfficiiky, dragged oat by 
maiii force, quite exhausted, and kn^ked op for th# 
l«jason. 

It is almost neediess <)o add, that thfe marc tron t6i*

Here it is natural to inquire, not who are these ladies 
of character^ b^t what, in the, present code of fashion- 
able morality, is meant by character? Nor will tbi« 
gjuestion be an&wered by saying, that character is syi- 
nonymous with virtue or reputation, because it i^ 
impossible to connect virtue or reputation with the 
respect they evince for the favours, power, and influ- 
ence of a slriunpet. But a more important inquiry is, 
what are we to understand by a popular Siud favourite 
clergyman? And this, I am afraid, can only be an- 
swered in the language of contempt and ridicule; for 
all mentioti of the piefT/, doctrives^ precepts, and ex* 
timpleoi such a man, if wc'look only at the eftect^ 
they have produced upon such of his Hock as are ladies 
of character, nwxsX tend to one of two consequences — 
a personal dislike of the man, or an illiberal conclusion 
that the hijpocrisy of preacher and hearers is reciprocaL 

We have heard of fashionable morulttt/,, but here Is 
the discovery of a fashionable piety, originating in 
close attendance at a fashionable chapel, which has for 
its oljjject the preferment of a clergyman to the higher 
ranks of his order, for the good he, has done to bis 
F 6 hearers* 
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heairiir^ ^oafc— * good so extrtordmary, so tntimately 
^ccnuKCted with the pore precepts of the Gdspel, aha 
the awful terms of salvation, that in their ^vent ad* 
itiiration of the preacher's talents, and in their pious 
gratitude for his having weaned them from the si?i/nl 
practices of a wUkedwmrldy they fly— whither? — not 
to prayer, that Heaven may prosper his labours and 
increase »his converts; but to the auilience-room of a 
ftpsiiitcte, that siie may open the gates to preferment, 
and advance the inieresis of reUgi<m, through the dal- 
Uances of adallery* 

It wotlld not be difficult, Mr. Editor, to pursue this 
subject in other li^ts, if there were any light in which 
it did tiotpresent the most alarming images of dissolute 
morals and want of principle in those quarters where 
the community at large is taught to look for example. 
*— I shall therefore conclude with asking only one 
Question, Among such persons of character j do you 
wonder tahear (nowalm<^t weekly) examples of con* 
itubiat infidelity, enough in number, and detestable 
and shameless cnmigh in nature, to contaminate the 
whole mass of nobility ? Non Ego* 



CONCLUSION OF THE SEASON.

»^pHE conclusion of the Season of Fashion pretty 
•*- closely -resembles that of the Session of Parliameni. 
In the latter, about this interesting period, bills are 
frequently passed through the House with an indecent 
precipitation 5 and in the former, three or four routs 
are obli^d to be crowded into one night, so that it is 
no wonder if many a chalkedjloor, and many a Grecian 
lampy exhibit their attractions without due attention 
being paid. 

Nor is this allusion to the sister-season of Parlia)- 
inent inaj^Hcable iii other respects to the world of 

fashion, 
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fiubion, which appears to haN'c been influenced more 
than usual by trhat was going on in the grave Senate 
of the nation. The Parliament having begun by an 
Inquiry which involved many curious questions of mo • 
tab and galUndryj and the intri^ing spirit of the 
softer sex having been brought forward rather more 
prominently than ** good men thought for,** a parti-- 
cular tone was given to the seniiments and conversa« 
lion of the gay 'worW ; siith as it had not been accus* 
totned to receive from a source generally considered as 
^ull and dry. 

In thtu business, which wanted but little eicept the 
dramatic forms, dresses, and decorations, to make it as 
^splendid as an opera, as diverting as a comedy, and a^ 
sttfpristng as the tricks of a pantomime 5 vi hich hadatl 
the essentials of plot, fable, neat dialogue, and attic 
salt, with a very pretty sprinkl'mg of wiora/— there oc- 
curred at the same lime such unexpected discoveries, 
^ch pulling oflf of disguises, such developements <5f 
intrigue, and such distmctions between ostensible -^wA 
real character, that a general alarm took place, which 
spread through every department of state and every circle 
of fashion. A general cutting took place, and doors 
were slammed in the faces of those who before were 
ushered in between a line of state liveries ; and what 
is almost incredible, the dirmer-men discovered that 
there were other ingredients in the character of inte- 
grity and independence, than ^' all the luxuries of the 
seasoDjT or **.a profusion of French wines." 

Scarcely had these daifs oi judgment expired, when 
some intrigues in high life were announced, to relieve 
the feefings of those who had been catechised into un- 
pleasant confessions — intrigues accompanied by inci- 
dents of the modern heroic kind, and graced by a cor- 
respondence that seemed to rival the romantic style of 
the circulating Wiraries. This put grave legislators 
upon another diversion against the enemy, that of

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contriving laws U) secure matrimonis^ .fidelity | « 
speculation whicb^ after being discussed at many a 
*< grand assembly,'* was voted to be a very improper 
interruption to, the course of events in the «ay world, 
•^ impossible, if it were eudeayaured, and foolish if it 
.were possible." 

.During these embarrassments,.. for emlMirrassmenti 
they were, a few spirited noblemen and gentletnyen c^ 
fortune discovered, probably, after much deep^ stud^, 
that it was high time to call the atbiltioQ* of. thus 
Yashlonable world from questions of corruption and 
peculat'ton, from buying and selling seats in Parlia^ 
nient, fropa war and peace, from reforms and exp^l^ 
tiohs, battles and coalitions, and the trifling eonceros 
of Austria and France, to what they considered as a 
paramount object, and indeed the whole duty of men. 
These worthies accordingly embodied themselves, io 
order to .study the art and myster^^of drivmg/bMr-i»- 
hand^ which they must be acknowledged to have 
brought to an astonishing degree of perfection ; and it 
niust also be acknowledged, that although they havji 
been censured for the choice of an object to which 
they have devoted their lives imd fortufies^ they arc 
exempt from the blame that rests with pretenders and 
impostors. In making themselves expert coachmen^ 
they are exerting the powers^ while they appear to, 
have discovered the intentions of nature in tlieir forma- 
tion, and in time may do away the absurdity of pro- 
ducing men in palaces, w.bp were destined for stables, 
and sending those to universities whose genius kads 
them to the race-ground. 

Had the, same circumspection taken place in other 
departments, and every man sought tl)at for which 
he was most fit, the expiring reason would not have 
been a season of wonderful discoveries, of open or tacit 
confessions, of forced resignations, a^d welUpurciiased 
suppressions.

A chrysippus, by the single contact of my own 

finger, bas sometinoes so clotty attached itself, that 
-by the most strenuoos exertions and applications of my 

friends, it could by no means be made to quit its bold. 

• I have also leamt> by a continual attention, that with 

• care they easily procure young ones. Upon trying a 
himdred of them together they were found at the 
year's end lo produce five complete chrysippi. To 
make them produce more, is a dangerous experiment 
ih this country to the philosophers who attempt it. 

A chrysippus of the larger kind may be divided into 
twenty-one substances (whether animal or vegetable 
we agrfin determine not), every substance being of the 
size of the parent chrysippus. These may zgam be 
subdivided, each of them into twenty- four, and every 
one of these is both larger and heavier than the first 
.chrysippus* T?hc only diifercnce in the change is that 
of colour; fm the first is yellow, the second white, 
and the third a s^rt of copper hue. The agfe they at- 
tain difiers extremely, some living a Century or mora. 
They live longest when housed in bags or chests, but 
they seldom live long when alone. A single one pro- 
perly applied will make a man talk a full hour, and 
say whatever you desire } but sometimes a far larger 
number is Requisite for this. It will also, at times, 
make a man blind <ir deaf^ without the least detriment 
to his organs. It also is the strongest love-powder in 
ihe worid, and has such a power over the female sex, 
that ft oftcii produces love, or its appearance, in the 
prettiest girl to the iHost worthless, ugly, old, and 
decrepit among mortal men. In fine, it is a itiedi* 
cine that even physicians are *So fond of taking, that 
lew pf them visit a patient without swallowing a dose.

MUTABiLITY OF HUMAN LIFE. 

mh. editok, 

^EING lately unexpectedly detained at an inn, in a 
small town, some days, I asked for a book to pass 
the time away. Mine host, who has been a noble- 
man's butler, assured me that he possessed a very hand^ 
some library ud stairs 5 but conceive my surprise when 
introduced to tne literary shelf of his wife's china-cld- 
set, to see nothing but one immense row of morocco 
gilt Court Calendars, and not a single volume besides! 
As I think with the Spectator, that ** every book carrici 
instruction,'^ I resolved to extract some from these, by 
comparing the Calendar of i';j78 with that of 1798, to 
observe the lapse and vicissitudes in the duration of 
human life, in the short space of twenty years : and 
truly here was ** room formedilation even to madness !" 
— ^Take then, Mr. Editor, the following minutts of 
mortality. — ^In'the first place, of European sovereigns 
I found that only four who were ranked in 1778^ 
were living in 1798. Of peers I could not so readily 
follow the various changes and defunkings {^s a worthy 
Irish vicar once called death) ; I was however thank- 
ful to perceive no scarcity in the crop of loitJs, as the 
number of 203, in 1778, was sv^ollen, in 1798, to ^75 ! 
Of bishops, only nine had been able to support the 
weight of lawn-*slee?es through twenty years ! The 
House of Commons presented an awful instance of 
mortal mutability ; for, of the 538 sitting members at 
the first period, only 78 were to be found in my second 
return. But their removal was not sokly the work of 
that grim tyrant, some being gone to a political place 
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pf re$t 2iX\,A lo.ng feome, the Houso of Peers! TTif 
knightpof the four orders areli^^qvyise uiortal; foro4:iIjr 
22 reinained of the whole number of 80, thus long

MBoiy pttbltc spirit, which (a& tribunes) they ever dis- 
played in the cause of the people. They were both 
Mfttimeiy slain t^rpugh the intrigues of tb^ ofi*^ded 

t^atricianf, about 130 years before tbe Christiaa eia. 
t is also recorded of Comelta, ihai she actually fo- 
^fissed the hand of the Empefor Ptolemy, »tykig that 
'^abe coveted no title beyond that of JdSi#A«r ff tli$ 
Chraeckif which was inscribed under ber statlie at 
Roaie, ih the portico of Metellu^.

teemed totally inadequate to the burden, and absolutely 
tottering under it. Thie whole being lighted by candle^

The Earl of Ch-t-m's residence was nearly covered 
by two paintings.

reared its horrid head — and, in a third quarter, the 
ague seized his victims. — ^The scene was terminated 
by a distant view of South Beveland, on which a num- 
ber of French soldiers were observable.— They seemed 
waiting till the mortality at Walcheren should place 
that island in their possession, without the trouble of 
Jtghting ! Underneath 1 observed the following lines 
from Homer's Iliad : —

^ CHEMICAL PHENOMENON. 

[From the Morning Chronicle, Nov, Z7.J 

TT has been for some time a matter of surprise to phi- 
•*• losophers, that the heterogeneous compound known 
by the name of the Administration, but which was in 
fact a neutral saltj in the strictest sense of the term, 
should not long ago have been decomposed. The 
weakness of the affinities between its component 
parts was well known; and we are obliged to Berthollet 
for the term " complex affinity," by which it is well 
described. 

A volatile substance, called Canning, having a great 
capacity for caloric, has, as might have been expected, 
effected the decomposition ; deflagration and detona- 
tion took ()Iace upon exposure Jtt an increased tempe« 
rature to atmospheric air, on Putney Common ; this 
must have had the effect of the Galvanic battery, as a 
piece of metal, of ^ spherical form, supposed" to b,e 
Mr. Davy's potassium, was projected from a tube con- 
taining nitrate of pot-ash, sulphur, and carbon. 

Thus was Mr. Perceval's famous compound de- 
composed ; Canning yielded red fluid, of the colour of 
human blood, highly concentrated sulphuric acid, and 
an impure alkali of a caustic nature. 

Castlereagh gavea considerable quantity of aqueous 
fluid, and an oxyde of lead, which had of course lost 
all its mtotaHlc splendour. The residuum, consisting 
of vapours, and of various weak solutions, was not 

thought 
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thought worthy of analysis. Professor Perceral, still 
bi^otted to his theory, is endeavouring to demonstrate 
this phenomenon synthetically: Dr. Grenville and 
Dr. Grey have given it as their decided opinion, that it 
is impossible. 

Although we certainly respect the ingenuity of 
Professor Perceval, which was so successfully exerted 
i^ the famous York analysis, we must be allowed to 
say, that we have met with nothing inthe annals of 
science, since the time of the alchyaiists, so visionary 
as bis speculations^

In^hjs. irnfancy, he was noisy, fretful, 
SLxid^ y'tplent; hut ihi&procti^^d (Tom bad-management; , 
fa* in^«ieral hie w«jr r«mark^1y good-tempered*, and 
maint4Liii«d to the hour of his decrt;h the character of a 
rttttling roaring Jelhu^ — Sometin^es, rt must be ad- 
mitted, he was rough, and c?reQ' terrible in his man- 
ner; bot those wbo-were best acquainted with him, 
say that this was half play. — Although a good pugilist, 
he had a fwtrticular aversion to private boxing.' In 
litwary talents be was by no m^ans deficient, and is 
suspected to have been author of -many hirmorous 
pieces,, in prose and verse. Like Sir Roger De Co- 
vcrley, he has given name to a dance. The hats 
made according to his direction are much approved 
of; but his principks made him anenemy to patents.

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OF MRS. TWADDLE. 
[From the stme, t>ec. 26.} 
SIK, 

AS you have expressed a wish to be favoured with 
a biographical sketch of Mrs. Twaddle, lately de- 
ceased at Oxford, you may be assure'd that the follow- 
ing is a most faithful and correct account; the truth of 
which I can vouch for, having lived In her service 
' since Holy Thursday, 1780. I am, Sir, 

Your obedient, humble servant to comtHand^ 

Magpie Lane^ Oxford^ Ham NAH CARDINAL. 

Dec, 2,2^ 1809. 

Her family nam« was Bigot ; she , was born at 
Rome, and christened Babylonia. Her great-grand- 
father and great-grandmother were Irish Roman 
Catholics, and left that country with King James II. 
She came to England about twenty years ago \ and 

when His Grace the Duke of P rd was first mad* 

Seer — ^y of St-— e, he wanted a governess ; and Ba^jr- 
Ionia Candour (for she then dropped the name of 
Bigot) was strongly recommended to him as a person 
having been brought up in a genteel manner, and of a 
liberal education. As His Grace, at this time, had 
vi(dently espoused the cause of the JRoman Catholics in 

Ireland 
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Iceland (which may be seen by referring to his poli- 
ticai correspondence), from her exceifent conduct and 
behavioitr, she was not only patronized by the Duke of 
P 69 but admitted into the good graces of the Right 
Hon. Wm. Pitt, who, contrary to his usual ^)its^ 
took her under his immediate proteclion; and IPwa^ 
said, that she even had permission to enter into the pre« 

^|re of the S- V n. Other noble Lords were ex- 

■ tremcly attentive to her, particularly the Viscount 
C - h , who, at the time of the Union with Ire- 
land, was so enraptured with her, that he made her the 
iBost solemn promises of ameliorating her condition, 
and of giving her every indulgence that she could wish 
for; and this would unavoidably have taken place, had 
not some artful and designing persons, at that moment, 
thought fit to interfere, showing a considerable degree 

of jealousy lest she should become a favourite at C 1. 

Sha now became the marked victim of two notor»u» 
characters — the one named Blear-eyed Filch^ the other 
Black JohUi a lawyer, both North country men, the 

«[ner of Cumberland, the latter of Durhain ; and she 
urred the displeasure of her Great Protector^ whose 
support she most looked to and wished for. In the 
year J 80 1, reports were circulated of a very scandalous 
nature, intimating, that an improper connexion sub- 
sisted between her and the Right Honourable William 
Pitt, so much so as to alarm his best friends, Messrs. 
W e, T ■ ns, and others, some persons posi- 
tively asserting that he was wedded to her ; which the 
courtiers vehemently denied, but loaded him with 
abuse for his inconi'menq/y and still more so for his folly 
"^ giving up (which he then did) his high and com- 
manding situation, to pursue the fortunes of such a 
^'^SS^g^f ^s they called her. Others of her friends 
were equally steady, and determined to support her; 
among those were Lords Spencer, GrenWlle, &c.

W 
resumed bis situation in the year 1804, she once mod 
looked forward to the enjoyment of those advaatagii 
which had been so solemnly promised tb her..

His visits were frequent, and their consequences were 
interesting. True love till this |noment bad been a 
Mranger to the Doctor's breast; and, like all first pas- 
sionsji it absolutely^ scorched it. He* never failed to 
attend her at the hour of tea — sometimes^ it was?bobea, 
sometimes green, and occasionally mixed. Her muf- 
fin, her crumpet, or her cross bun, waaswr* to be 
placed upon bis own toasting-fork, and buttered by 
himself. He called her his Eloise^* and talk^ of 
" a cross she wore,

The more, he conversed yvlth her^ the more he was

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mcnt of the country, but this he did not dare avow. 
She now began to assume a different shapSy and the 
scandalous Chronicle of Oxford dealt forih its most sar- 
castic remarks, and from this instant she was known 
byao other name than that of Mrs. Twaddle. To 
marry her at this particular juncture was impossible; 
the Chancellorship of the University had just b^ome 
vacant by the death of her former patron. The agonies 
of the Doctor's mind cannot be described. He was 
now Vice C— — r. The Court determined to set 
up Black John, and Dr. Twaddle was ordered to pro» 
nounce publicly the most severe anathemas against his 
opponent. A mitre was to be his reward, and he ex- 
claimed Acheronta movelo against this arch-pupil of 
Satati. On the morning of December 13th, evident 
marks of approaching dissolution appeared in Mrs. 
Twaddle's countenance : her disorder was no longer a 
secret. Two midwives were ordered to be in attend- 
ance. Dr. Twaddle l^imself seemed totally to have 
lost^ bis head, by thd^^extraordinary manner in which 
he performed the duties of his office on this impoftant 
occasion. In his delirium he sent round to all the 
common rooms, earnestly requesting that every one 
would attend to give Mrs. Twaddle their assistance. 
On the morning of the 14th she revived a little, but 
her pains increased towards middle-day. At eight in 
the evening she was speechless, and at ten precisely 
the fatal miscarriage took place; and with the same 
deep and nv)urnful groan that brought forth into the 
world the lifeless and abortive Master Twaddle, did 
she cease to breathe. — Requlescat in pace ! 

N. B. Accounts were immediately forwarded to 
Blear-eyed Filch and Black John, who were waiting at 
the King's Head public-house, some distance off, little 
expecting to hear of so melancholy an event.
